Notes From D.A.

District Agriculturist 


The annual spring run-off may 
be very light this year; this will 
allow working and seeding down of 
small or large gulleys caused by 


water erosion. Deposits of silt in 
low areas indicate erosion has 


started from some higher area. If 
the washout is small, seeding it to 
grass with this year's crop is a 
good plan; it can then be left as a 
grassed water course. In breaking 
up any seeded forage field, leave 
water courses in grass, even if it 
appears dry and safe at that time. 

In the case of large gulleys it is 
imperative they be filled and seeded 
to prevent further damage and al- 
low uninterrupted cultivation of 
the fields. The procedure will 
vary with the size, type and contour 
of washout; generally most can be 
filled with agricultural machinery. 
In these cases work the land into 
the diteh from either side until the 
ditch area is a little higher than 
the area along its sides; this allows 
for packing and settling, preventing 
the forming of a narrow ditch in 
the original washout. 

If the channel is over 
decp, any material Cogs, 
stones), put in before filling, will 
help bind the land and lessen 
danger of a new washout.
